Faith (Part I) 




God has been teaching me much about faith these past few weeks and 
I am inclined to share it with everyone out there that have eyes to see 
and ears to hear. Many of us have not been putting our faith to the best 
use and I feel God wants to train us in how to do so for His glory. 

Faith Requires Works 

For as the body without the spirit is dead, so faith 
without works is dead also. 
James 2:26 (KJV) © 

Faith is the fuel of our salvation; it is the oil in our lamps, the battery in our flashlights. In electronics batteries and 
other power sources are often referred to as "potential". Similarly our faith without works is only a potential. 
Faith without works is about as useless as batteries without a flashlight. We could live our entire lives with faith, 
but without works that faith was for naught. 

His lord answered and said unto him, Thou wicked and slothful servant, thou knewest 
that I reap where I sowed not, and gather where I have not strawed: Thou oughtest 
therefore to have put my money to the exchangers, and then at my coming I should 
have received mine own with usury. 
Matthew 25:26-27 (KJV) © 

This is the point of the "Parable of the Talents" in Matthew 25. The wicked servant had the faith he needed, but 
instead of putting it to use he hid it underground. We are all given a measure of faith that we must put to good use 
for the kingdom of God (Romans 12:3 KJV ). 

Take note that it is not merely a friendly suggestion by God that we use our faith, but a requirement of it. This 
servant who never put the faith given him to any use was called wicked and cast into the outer darkness for not 
heeding God in this matter. (Matthew 25:30 KJV U) This is not teaching that the "Once Saved, Always 
Saved" crowd is going to like much, is it? May we all be profitable servants! 

By faith Noah, being warned of God of things not seen as yet, moved with fear, 
prepared an ark to the saving of his house; by the which he condemned the world, and 
became heir of the righteousness which is by faith. By faith Abraham, when he was 
called to go out into a place which he should after receive for an inheritance, obeyed; 
and he went out, not knowing whither he went.

Here is another blueprint for us to commit to memory: 

• Batteries + Flashlight = light (or oil + lamps) 

• Faith (Noah's) + Works (preparing the ark) = God's will accomplished! 



• Faith (Abraham's) + Works (going out into the unknown) = God's will accomplished! 



Hebrews 1 1 has many more examples of this concept at work, please study it for yourself Since we now see 
that faith without works is dead from this point forward I hope everyone reading this will train themselves to 
mentally add "with evidence of works" to the words faith and belief automatically whenever we read them in the 
bible. Works are how we show the evidence of our faith, and are the result of it, not the means by which we 
obtain it. Just as the shining light is the evidence that our flashlights have batteries! 

Faith is crucial, but without an outlet it is only a potential. So far we've examined one of the outlets of faith, 
actions, but perhaps the most basic "flashlight" for us to put our faith into is the spoken word. 
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
